This was said by the ten-years old 
boy who was Crown Prince of Slam 
thirty two years ago.

She was a tranquil, cheerful old 
soul who lived in a delightful 

garden with everything bright about 
her Sowers, birds, splashing water, 

gold lish, and a beautiful little 
glided temple in the midst where 
the children were not afraid logo to 
pray. 

As the little Crown Frince grew 
older, however, he was more and 
more at his father's elbow in the 
Royal Palace.

better.

brought news of the death of the 

Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, one of the 

most earne8t workers among deaf- 
mutes the world has i on. 
Following In the footsteps of his 
illustrious Ial her, he spent bis life 
in looking after ihe welfare of the 
deaf-mutes His travels extended 
not only lo every part of the Ameri- 
can Republic, but lo Great Bri- 
tain and ihe Continent. He found- 
ed St. Ann's Church, New York, 
for deaf-mutes as far back 
1S.M, and established clubs for his 
afflicted brethren. At Foughkeep- 
sie a home for destitute and iniirui 
deaf -mutes was established by him 
(similar to Ihe one at Angas Farm, 
l'aratield) The old home was 
burned to the ground a few yenrs 
ago and Dr. Gallaudet immediately 

Set to Work to erect a new one. To- 
wards this project Ihe deaf-mutes 
from the Wright street institution 
in Adelaide sent a contribution, for 
which Dr. (iallaudet expressed bis 
wannest gratitude to the Rev. W. 
Marsh, when he visited him last 
year in his home at New York. At 
least eight deaf-mutes have been 
ordained as clergymen in the Pro- 
testant Episoopa) Church tbiough 
Dr. Gallaudet 's vvoi k, which over a 
a quarter a century ago became 
organised as the Church Mission 
for Deaf Mutes. Dr. Gallaudet 
died at the age MB.
